A senior officer in Haiti, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
backed up Cedras’ claim that the 
coup began spontaneously at an 
army base where about 50 civilians 
were thought be undergoing train- 
ing to form a presidential corps. 

Cedras, the 43-year-old army 
chief, said the military would give 
the National Assembly decision- 
making power. 

He said he had not been in con- 
tact with the assembly. 

Aristide flew Wednesday to 
Washington from Venezuela to 
urge the Organization of American 
States to take action to put him 
back in power. 

He called for an armed U.N. 
force to return him to office, which 
he held since a big election victory 
in December. The U.N. Security 
Council has so far refrained from 
acting. 

Also Wednesday, the 12-nation 


European Community suspended 
all cooperation with Haiti, includ- 
ing a $148 million aid package. 

France and Canada also halted 
aid programs, and Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney of Canada said his 
nation would consider all options to 
oust the military “thugs.” 

Early Wednesday, there was 
sporadic gunfire, but much less 
than on Tuesday. The army was 
cleaning the streets of makeshift 
barricades of old tires and debris 
set up by Aristide supporters. 

In the southern peninsula city of 
Jeremie, a pro-Aristide crowd 
burned the army barracks. 

Reports indicated the death toll 
exceeded 100 from clashes be- 
tween the security forces and Aris- 
tide supporters, including a former 
chief of the Tonton Macoutes secu- 
rity police.

WASHINGTON — Robert Gates’ 
confirmation hearings Wednesday 
laid bare painful and bitter division 
within the CIA, with a former analyst 
accusing the director-designate of 
“prostitution” of intelligence analy- 
sis. 

Jennifer Glaudemans, in an emo- 
tional appeal to the Senate Intelli- 
gence Committee not to confirm 
Gates, joined two other former CIA 
analysts who accused Gates of slant- 
ing intelligence to conform with the 
anti-Soviet views of his superiors. 

President Bush said “it seems 
funny” that the critics are only now 
coming forth. 

“But I know Bob Gates, and I know 
he wouldn’t slant an estimate for 
some political purpose,” said Bush, a 
former CIA director who named 
Gates his deputy national security ad- 
viser in 1989. 


Glaudemans said she was speaking 
for many at the CIA who felt differ- 
ently. So did Hal Ford, the former 
director of the agency’s top analysis- 
writing body and a respected intelli- 
gence veteran. 

Ford, who reversed his initial sup- 
port of Gates in recent weeks, said he 
received calls from 16 or 18 mid-level 
and senior officials currently or for- 
merly at the CIA telling him “you got 
it right; we admire your courage.” 

“T do not believe I have ever heard 
such a bitter cry for greater integrity 
than I have recently coming out of my 
colleagues” in the Soviet analysis di- 
vision, Glaudemans said. 

Glaudemans described Gates as a 
heavy-handed manager who imposed 
his strongly held anti-Soviet views on 
subordinates and brooked no dissent. 

“T think they were ... frightening 
experiences in that the fear of being 
labeled a Soviet apologist sharply in- 
hibited analytical initiative and bu- 


reaucratic assertiveness,” said 
Glaudemans, who resigned from the 
agency in 1989 and conveyed her con- 
cerns to the CIA’s inspector general 
and her superiors. She was particu- 
larly disturbed that Gates prevented 


any analysis that described a declin- i 


ing Soviet Union. 


Gates’ supporters agreed that a | 


perception exists among agency ana- 
lysts that they are expected to skew 
their analyses to suit the policy goals 
of the administration. But they re- 
jected accusations that Gates was re- 
sponsible. 

Douglas Maceachin, currently a 
special assistant on arms control is- 
sues to the CIA director, said Gates 
was critical of analysts for sloppy or 
poor work. “There is no question that 
his efforts made our product, corpo- 
rately, a better one,” said Maceachin, 
who served as the chief of the Soviet 
analysis division under Gates in the 
mid-1980s.

Beer sellers card arbitrarily, experiment indicates

Although Provo was not included in 
the alcohol sales survey conducted by 
Doctors and Lawyers for a Drug-Free 
Youth, purchasing beer might be eas- 
ier than Utah law allows. 

Ina field experiment of nine conve- 
nience stores near BYU, a male anda 
female Universe reporter. who tried 
to purchase beer found that the 
clerks’ judgment might be the only 
factor determining who is allowed to 
buy beer without showing proof of 
age and who is not. 

Despite company regulations and 
training, the experiment found the 
decision to card or not to card is often 
arbitrary. 

“It’s a big hassle,” said a clerk at 


the 7-Eleven on 496 N. University 
Ave. “It’s hard to card most people 
anyway.” 

In follow-up interviews, the clerks 
who sold beer to the reporters said 
gender of the customer influences the 
decision to request proof of age. 
“Women usually look older,” a em- 
ployee of 7-Eleven on 685 E. 330 
South said. 

A clerk at the University Avenue 
7-Eleven said he usually gives female 
customers the benefit of the doubt. 
“T’m a little more lenient on girls.” 

An employee at Circle K on 1240 N. 
University Ave. said he cards men 
more because women rarely buy 
beer. 

Behavior also factors into a clerk’s 
decision. “It comes down to how old 
they look and how old they act,” the 
Circle K employee said. 


Runaway trailer hits pole, — 
causes local power outage

A runaway flatbed trailer de- 
stroyed a telephone pole at Wymount 
Terrace Wednesday, causing a power 
outage that affected thousands. 

BYU students at the Wymount 
computer lab lost documents, and the 
Wymount Dairy closed when power 
was lost for 50 minutes Wednesday 
morning after lines connected to the 
telephone pole were disrupted. 

South Wymount and the residential 
area from 900 to 1700 North and 900 
to 1500 East were blacked out from 
11:06 to 11:56 a.m., said Provo City 
systems engineer Garth Turley. 

A trailer owned by Broderick & 
Howell, the general contractor for the 
construction of new apartment build- 
ings at Wymount, jumped a railroad 
tie which was holding it in place. It 
then barreled down the Wymount 
road that runs parallel to 900 East, 
said Doug Howell, a company em- 
ployee. 

Howell had put down the jack on 
the trailer’s tongue with the tie in 
front of it to keep in place. 

He said the trailer jumped the tie 
about 20 minutes after he parked it. 

The trailer, which can carry up to 
18,000 pounds, gained momentum as 
it rolled southeast downhill, crossing 
from the southbound lane in which it 
had been parked to the northbound 
lane. 

It struck a telephone pole just 
south of the Wymount entrance, 
about 175 to 200 yards from where it 
had been parked. : 

The trailer ran right through the 


pole, snapped it in half, then jumped a 
curb and re-entered the street. The 
trailer finally came to rest in a cross- 
walk 25 yards past the pole, against a 
fence which separates Wymount from 
the Oak Hills Chapel parking lot. 

The crosswalk is used daily by hun- 
dreds of Wymount residents, BYU 
students and children who attend 
Wasatch Elementary School across 
from the J. Reuben Clark Law Build- 
ing. 

Provo Police Sgt. Steven Messick 
estimated the trailer’s speed at 30 
miles per hour when it hit the pole. 

The trailer took a large section out 
of the pole, which snapped in two 
places, right at its base and about 10 
to 12 feet above the ground. 

The upper portion of the pole car- 
ries 10 different power lines and was 
suspended several feet above the 
ground by the cables. 

Messick said police received a flood 
of calls regarding the outage. 

Wymount Terrace manager Bruce 
Ashton said Broderick & Howell had 
contacted him and was assuming re- 
sponsibility for the cost of the acci- 
dent. 

Howell said he should have put 
blocks in front of the trailer’s wheels, 
but he had parked the trailer in the 
same manner for the past two weeks. 

He said the problem was caused by 
several heavy trucks passing the 
trailer and causing the street to vi- 
brate, allowing the jack on the 
trailer’s tongue to jump the tie. 

Turley said the wires on the tele- 
phone pole had come together, caus- 
ing the outage.

According to Utah law, “an identifi- 
cation card shall be presented by the 
holder upon request of any person au- 
thorized by law to sell or otherwise 
handle alcoholic beverages to deter- 
mine whether the person is 21 years 
of age if the holder desires to procure 
an alcoholic beverage.” 

‘Local businesses have stricter poli- 
cies. The policies of Crest, Circle K 
and 7-Eleven require their employees 
to request identification of everyone 


under 30. Kurt Christensen, owner 
and operator of Crest, said, “We ID 
every person under 103.” 

Additionally, Circle K and 7- 
Eleven require employees to com- 
plete alcohol management classes. In 
order to pass the classes, employees 
must demonstrate knowledge of state 
and local alcohol laws and be able to 
recognize acceptable forms of ID. 
Employees are also given situations 
where they must guess the age of cus- 
tomers. 

In order to curb beer sales to mi- 
nors, the Provo City Police depart- 
ment conducts its own field experi- 
ments to measure how strictly the 
proof-of-age requirement is enforced. 

Duane Fraser, a captain for the 
Provo police, said results of the oper- 
ation vary.

Yugoslavs fight 
for Croatian port

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia — The 
Yugoslav army battled Wednesday to 
claim some of the biggest military 
prizes in secessionist Croatia — the 
Adriatic port of Dubrovnik and the 
eastern strongholds of Vukovar and 
Vinkovei. 

As his troops fought the army and 
Serb insurgents, Croatian President 
Franjo Tudjman sought a new truce, 
offering to lift blockades of army facil- 
ities in his republic if the Yugoslav 
military held its fire. 

But generals of the Serb-domi- 
nated army, angered by what they 
said was Croatia’s refusal to honor a 
past cease-fire, appeared in no mood 
to talk. 

“Words will not be trusted any 
more,” the army said in a statement 
issued hours before Tudjman made 
his offer during a visit to Italy to seek 
support for Croatia. The republic de- 
clared independence June 25, but has 
not been recognized by any major Eu- 
ropean power. 

Croatia radio said Tudjman sug- 
gested both sides stop fighting at 4 
a.m. Thursday. There was no imme- 


diate army response. 
The radio also broadcast a letter 
reportedly sent by Tudjman to Presi- 


dent Bush, saying Croatia was under 


“all-out. attack” and appealing for for- 
eign peacekeepers. 

The army’s push seemed dictated 
by increasing exasperation with the 
blockades and the need to strike be- 
fore its effectiveness is further 
eroded. 

Thousands of recruits have 
deserted in recent months, and 
morale has worsened as the Croatian 
campaign drags on. 

Heavy fighting into the winter 
would hamper the army, which relies 
more on heavy equipment than the 
Croats. 

Many ethnic Serbs in Croatia say 
they want to remain part of 
Yugoslavia rather than be citizens of 
an independent Croatia. They are 
supported by Serbian President Slo- 
bodan Milosevic and some of the 
army’s generals. 

Fighting intensified Monday, when 
the army, accusing Croatian militias 
of violating a 9-day-old cease-fire, 
launched an offensive against key 
Croatian cities.

Guide helps keep body going 


Reference book offers tips for maintaining good health 


“People need some way to track themselves. They need 
to see exactly what they should be doing, and how to doit,”

It seems ironic that objects such as cars, stereos and 
computers come with owner’s manuals, yet people have 


been given no such guidelines. 


Dr. A. Garth Fisher, director of the Human Perfor- 
mance Research Center and professor of physical educa- 
tion at BYU, along with two other associates, have come 
to the rescue by writing a book titled “Maintaining the 
Miracle, An Owner’s Manual for the Human Body.” 

The book is written on the basis that when you buy a 
new car, you get an owner’s manual to go with it. The 
manual for a car tells you little things like when to 
change the oil, and big things, like when to check the 
whole car out and provide major services like a physical 


exam, Fisher said. 


For each decade of life, people are notified of periodic 
health checks they should be doing, as well as informing 
individuals of the leading causes of death in their age 


groups, Fisher said. 


“Right away people can see the areas that they need 


help in,” he said.

Practice evolution— 
learn how to think 


Every year students express con- 
fusion and frustration about the con- 
tradictory way evolution is taught at 
BYU. This frustration surfaced 
again during President Lee’s ques- 
tion and answer session Thursday. 
But if students and faculty listened 
to his response, they might find a 
way around the confusion. 

President Lee reminded students 
that The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints has 
no official position on the theory of 
organic evolution. However, a 
packet containing Church-related 
statements on evolution is available 
on reserve in the Harold B. Lee Li- 
brary, so interested students may 
study it and form their own opinions 
about the matter. He also told stu- 
dents they should expect different 
points of view. While it is important 
and necessary that students are ex- 
posed to several points of view — 
especially at a university — no opin- 
ion should be thrust upon them. Un- 
fortunately, this might be happening 
at BYU. 

In one context, students are 
taught that evolution is a plausible 
scientific occurrence. These teachers 
expect students to know and apply 
many of the theory’s concepts. 

A biology or physical science 


teacher might preface his lecture on 
evolution with the statement, “I’m 
not saying any of this is true, but 
given the facts, it is difficult to re- 
fute.” 

Yet in a religion class, students 
might be told that evolution is a doc- 
trine of Satan and that they cannot 
have a testimony of the gospel and 
believe in the theory of evolution at 
the same time. 

Faculty also must recognize these 
ideas on evolution as “points of 
view.” 

Students caught in the evolution 
conflict should take President Lee’s 
advice, check out the packet from the 
library, consult other sources and 
make their own decisions. Lee is 
right. Students need to expect differ- 
ing points of view at a university, and 
they should also make their own deci- 
sions — not only about the inherent 
rightness or wrongness of evolution 
— but about other issues as well.

Well aren’t we glad BYU didn’t move to 
the PAC-10, or we could be 0-4, instead of 
1-3, and looking at a winless season with 
opponents such as Washington, Stanford, 
USC and our friends the Ducks of Oregon 
still looming in the future. 

Instead we have upcoming contests 
against Utah State, UTEP, New Mexico 
and the University of Utah. 

This means we have an optimistic 
chance of ending the season with a re- 
spectable 9-3 record and capturing our 
third consecutive Western Athletic Con- 
ference Championship. 

Since BYU has been playing football, it 
has compiled a 22-40 record against 
schools from the PAC-10. 

The only school we have a winning 
record against is Washington State, at 
only a 2-1 mark. 

Out of those 64 contests, the Cougars 
have never played USC, Stanford or Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley. 

Most of those losses came against the 
University of Arizona and Arizona State 
University — 28 to be exact. But 13 of the 
22 victories came against these schools 
also. 

These two schools once were members 
of the WAC, dating back to when it was 
called the Skyline Conference. But in 
1977, the two schools defected to the PAC- 
10. 

We can look at these two teams success 
since migrating to the PAC-10. ASU has 
compiled a 49-39-4 record in conference 
play. 

But in 1987, the Sun Devils finally broke 
through and won the conference title and 
earned an invitation to the Rose Bowl. 

Arizona has fared a little better in con- 
ference play with a 54-41-5 record but 
have not been able to break through, win 
the conference and go to the Rose Bowl 
like their counterparts. 

Do we Cougars fans think we would fair 
much better? 

I know what you’re probably saying: 
LaVell Edwards wasn’t the coach for 
many of those games. 

You're right. Edwards in his 19-plus 
years has locked horns against a PAC-10 
school 25 times, but in those contest he has 
come out more times on the losing side 
than the winning side. To be exact, Ed- 
wards has compiled a 10-15 record against 
PAC-10 foes, including the loss to UCLA a 
few weeks ago. 

But against WAC schools, Edwards has 
a 117-24-1 record after Saturday’s defeat 
of the Air Force Academy. 

Overall, BYU has a 128-38-1 record in 
the 30 year history of the WAC.

What many of you out there in reader- 
land don’t realize is that the WAC is a 
respectable conference with a lot of tal- 
ent. 

In the past five seasons, the WAC has 
produced three Outland Trophy winners 
and more than two dozen All-Americans 
(athletically and academically). 

. To top off the list, the WAC has sup- 
plied a Heisman Trophy winner. 

But for some reason, you never hear of 
these players after leaving Cougarland. 

The reason is that the WAC is virtually 
non-existent outside the Rocky Mountain 
area — except for last year when our 
beloved Ty Detmer walked away with the 
first Heisman Trophy for a team located in 
the Mountain Time Zone (better known as 
the Lost Time Zone).

Students 
‘blast off’ 


at center’s 
simulator

“Beam me up” is what visitors are 
saying as they step into a transporter 
room before entering Pleasant 
Grove’s Space Center, 25 minutes 
from BY U’s campus. 

The Christa McAuliffe Space Edu- 
cation Center, at Central Elementary 
School in Pleasant Grove, consists ofa 
1,200 square foot Voyager Mission 
Simulator and an instructional class- 
room. 

“The closest thing people are famil- 
iar with and could compare the space 
center to would be the bridge of the 
spaceship from the television series 
‘Star Trek,’ ” said Victor Williamson, 
founder of the Space Education Cen- 
ter: 

“Star Trek was chosen (as a model) 
because of the simulator’s futuristic 
setting,” Williamson said. “It is also 
currently on television and is watched 
by many of the students and adults 
who visit the space center.” 

Williamson said a fear of declining 
interest in science is one of the rea- 
sons for the space science program. 

“Our hope is that the Voyager Mis- 
sion Simulator will provide inspira- 
tion to students and encourage inter- 
est in the study of science and 
technology,” he said. 

The center offers day field trips (4 
hours), overnight missions (17 hours), 
private group programs (90 minutes) 
and a summer space academy. 

Williamson said the center teaches 
60 kids a day and has seen 8,800 visi- 
tors participate in its missions and 
programs this year. 

The simulator is basically com- 
posed of a’ mission control room, 
transporter room, crew quarters and 
the main bridge. 

“The main bridge is where most of 
the action takes place on simulated 
missions,” Williamson said. 

“Students enter the space center 
from the gymnasium through the 
transporter room, a common dark- 
room revolving door,” Williamson 
said. A small hallway leads to the mis- 
sion control room and is illuminated 
by ultraviolet lights. 

A 35-inch television and a large 
rear-view screen display inform crew 
members of the details of their mis- 
sion, while they type responses in one 
of 13 Macintosh computers. 

The crew quarters are complete 
with bunk beds for overnight mis- 
sions,-a-kitehen for. storage.and 4 ami-

said. 

Williamson got the idea for the 
space center in 1986 when he at- 
tended a Young Astronaut confer- 
ence in Japan. 

At the conference he met a teacher 
from Tucson, Ariz., who had a space 
education center at her school. After 
attending several field trips to Tuc- 
son, Williamson decided to set up a 
space center himself.

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Sales of alcohol to minors — 
‘tragic situation,’ group says

A recent survey of 18 to 20-year-olds in the Midwest 
found sales of alcohol to youth are very frequent, espe- 
cially to heavy-drinking young people. Provo also reports 
similar problems. 

Doctors and Lawyers for a Drug-Free Youth, based in 
Illinois, performed the study. The group is calling for new 
monitoring and enforcement efforts. 

The group questioned 2,512 youth in 29 cities in the 
Midwest. Drinking was reported by 73 percent of the 
youth, with 59 percent reporting buying at least some of 
their own alcohol. 

While only 15 percent of light drinkers report purchas- 
ing their own alcohol, 74 percent of heavy drinkers report 
self-purchase. The youth 
said alcohol was easily pur- 


end up consuming alcohol. 

Virtually all underage drinkers, if not. purchasers them- 
selves, knew other underage drinkers who purchased al- 
cohol with ease. 

Doctors and Lawyers for a Drug-Free Youth are advo- 
cating the following enforcements: 1) Quarterly checks of 
all liquor licensees using undercover 19 and 20-year-olds 
with police supervision 2) Not allowing people under 21 
into any drinking establishment where at least 65 percent 
of the sales are of non-alcoholic food and beverage; 3) 
States explore putting holograms on their drivers licenses 
to make the manufacture of false ID much more difficult; 
and 4) A mass educational campaign to teach youth the 
wisdom of abstinence or of waiting until at least 21 before 
starting drinking.

Ken Parker, an investi- 
gator on the Provo Alcohol 
Control Force, said, “One 
way we check on retailers: 
is to send an underage 
agent into a store to pur- 
chase alcohol. If alcohol is 
sold to him, the cashier is 
cited and the store’s liquor 
license could possibly be 
suspended or even re- 
voked.”

George Hacker, director of the Washington-based Na- 
tional Coalition to Prevent Impaired Driving, cited failure 
of alcohol sellers and their trade associations to help keep 
alcohol out of the hands of underage consumers. 

“Until states and localities begin to clamp down on the 
cavalier way beer, wine and liquor are sold to our children, 
kids will easily obtain these liquid drugs, continue to use 
them regularly, and sadly, continue to die on the road at 
alarmingly high rates,” Hacker said. 

Paul Wood, Ph.D., president of the National Council on 
Alcoholism and Drug Dependence, said, “Retailers who 
sell aleoholic beverages to minors without asking for proof 
of age may not realize that they are acting no differently 
than illegal drug pushers.” 

In the Drug-Free Youth study, 58 percent said either 
their ID was not checked when obtaining alcohol or they 
were allowed into bars under the pretense they were not 
to drink but obtained alcohol anyway, usually simply by 
ordering it. 

When young people were let into bars under the condi- 
tion that they not drink, 84 percent of the time they did

Despite the efforts of the 
Alcohol Control Force and 
police, many minors still 
manage to get cigarettes and alcohol in Provo. 

Jeff Skousen, a senior at Timpview High School, said, 
“lve heard of kids going into convenience stores and 
buying wine coolers or sometimes even just shoplifting 
them. 

“T don’t know exactly how or where they get it but I do 
know it goes on every weekend.” 

Kodi Erekson, 19, a sophomore majoring in accounting 
from Baker, Ore., said, “I was with some people one night 
and they just walked right up to the cashier with some 
beer and bought it.” Erekson said she couldn’t believe the 
cashier didn’t ID them, because they looked young. 

Suzanne Hansen, 21, a senior majoring in psychology 
from Mesa, Ariz., works at the Texaco gas station on 
Freedom Boulevard. “I have a lot of minors come in and 
try to buy cigarettes and a few who try to get beer. They 
get really mad when I ID them and then won’t take their 
word that they forgot to bring their ID. 

“Tt is frustrating when you see them later out in a car 
and then someone old enough comes in and will buy what 
they were just denied,” Hansen said. 


Young drivers may face tough DUI laws

Young drivers caught driving with 
any measurable amount of alcohol in 
their bloodstreams should have their 
licenses suspended and be required to 
undergo counseling, a Utah state task 


The bill states that first offenders 
would lose their license for 90 days 
and second offenders for a year. Of- 
fenders would be referred to profes- 
sionals for assessment, education and 
possible alcohol treatment. 

The legislation applies to 16-to-20- 
year-olds — those old enough to le- 


gally drive but not to drink. 

John Nielsen, a former state public 
safety commissioner who heads the 
council, said it is not unfair to single 
out young people in the law. “That’s 
the population we want to get. If we 
can solve the problem there we don’t 
have to deal with it in later years.”

“There’s no real consistency. Some- 
times there are a lot of violations, 
next time none,” he said. 

Fraser said a store’s training pro- 
gram may determine how strictly the 
law is enforced.

Nu Skin countersuit 


challenges claims

In response to a lawsuit filed in San 
Francisco by disgruntled distributor 
Patricia Arata, Nu Skin International 
Iné. has filed a motion in federal court 
challenging the suit’s allegations. 

“The lawsuit is a mish-mash of 
characterizations and accusations 
against the company not supported 
by the facts, including the claim that 
Nu Skin is a pyramid scheme. These 
allegations are absolutely untrue,” 
said StevenJ. Lund, Nu Skin’s execu- 
tive vice-president and one of the 
named defendants in the suit. 

Arata’s suit claims that Nu Skin isa 
“pyramid scheme.” “This is an inflam- 
matory and punitive statement. Nu 
Skin is not a pyramid scheme. The 
complaint doesn’t even attempt to de- 
fine the term. In a pyramid scheme, 
compensation is unrelated to the sale 
of legitimate products,” said John 
Shuff, Nu Skin’s attorney. 

“ ... We feel comfortable that the 
court will eventually find the claims 
without merit. The motion to strike is 
the first step in resolving this suit,” 
Lund said. 

The suit seeks millions of dollars 
from Nu Skin, although Arata claims 
the maximum amount she lost was 
$4,000. 

Nu Skin’s independent distributors 
sell a variety of hair care, skin care 
and nutritional products. According 
to Nu Skin, distributors are compen- 
sated based on their own product 
sales and sales of the people working 
with them.
